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Foreword 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I am  sending  to  customers  this  my  fourth  annual 
price  list  of  Chrysanthemums.  My  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  many  old  custo- 
mers who  have  shown  their  approval  of  the  quality  of  my  stock  and  my 
methods  of  serving  them,  by  repeated  orders. 

Many  new  varieties  of  merit  will  be  found  added  to  the  list,  while  many 
varieties  have  been  dropped  because  they  have  either  not  proved  desirable,  or 
have  been  superseded  by  newer  and  better  varieties  in  their  class.  Each  year 
all  the  new  introductions  are  procured  and  tested  out,  and  those  which  do 
not  measure  up  to  my  very  high  standard  of  quality  awe  dropped  from  the  list. 
Of  course,  all  growers  will  understand  that  in  the  case  of  new  varieties  offered 
which  have  not  been  out  long  enough  to  be  tested,  by  me  in  my  own  place,  they 
are  sent  out  under  the  description  and  the  recommendation  of  the  introducer ; 
but  any  such  variety  which  appears  the  second  year  in  my  list  has  in  every 
case  been  tested  out  by  me  and  found  to  have  merit. 

It  is  my  aim  to  send  out  nothing  but  stock  of  the  very  highest  quality 
and  my  customers  may  be  sure  that  in  procuring  plants  from  me  they  are 
absolutely  guaranteed  against  introducing  disease  or  insect  pests  into  their 
establishments  through  infested  shipments. 

The  CHRYSANTHEMUM  MIDGE  is  the  most  serious  pest  which  troubles 
the  chrysanthemum  plant  today,  both  from  the  wholesale  damage  which  it 
does,  the  rapidity  of  its  increase  and  the  difficulty  of  eradicating  it  when 
once  established.  There  is  no  midge  in  my  shipping  stock , has  not  been  any, 
and  there  never  will  be  any.  All  new  stock  received  by  me  is  put  into  quaran- 
tine and  does  not  go  into  the  houses  with  my  general  stock  until  proved  to  be 
entirely  free  from  insects  or  disease.  My  greenhouses  and  their  contents  are 
carefully  and  thoroughly  inspected  each  year  by  officials  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, who  awe  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

My  establishment  contains  thirty-five  thousand  feet  of  glass,  devoted  to  the 
growing  and  testing  of  chrysanthemums  and,  the  production  of  young  stock 
for  the  trade,  and  the  enormous  quantities  turned  out  enable  me  to  fill  large 
orders  at  short  notice.  I especially  aim  to  be  in  position  to  fill  late  orders 
and  to  take  care  of  the  wants  of  those  who  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to 
lose  stock  which  they  had  relied,  upon  for  planting. 

A special  effort  is  made  to  ship  orders  early  in  the  week  so  that  plants  will 
not  arrive  on  Saturday,  or  there  will  not  be  danger  of  their  lying  in  the  ex- 
press office  over  Sunday. 

Considering  the  uniform  high  quality  of  the  stock  sent  out,  prices  are  very 
moderate .
